the Mexican war, and early in 1853 he re- 
signed and became :i farmer in California. 
When Foil Sumter was attacked he came 
East and offered his services, which were 
accepted by President Lincoln, and he was 
placed in command of a regiment. lie was 
soon made a brigadier general, later a major 
general, and iu January, 1863, was placed 
In command of the Army of the Potomac. 
He subsequently w»» in successsion in 
command in the Southwest, of th« Northern 
Department and of the Department of the 
East. His title of "Fighting Joo Hooker" 
was well deserved, for certainly no officer 
during the rebellion had no more extended 
fame as a ,gallant and fearless soldier than 
he.

THE NORTH IS SOLID. 


—A model home for working people is de 


scribed In a letter to the London Spectator. 
The plan has been designed and executed 
by John Ellis, at Seacome, Cheshire. 
The 


cottages are built in detached hexagonal 
blocks, each house foimiog one segment of 
the hexagon, and having a separate en- 
trance. 
A central shaft, containing fl 


for each house, secures economy of heat 
and fuel and affords an (equable tempera- 
ture throughout the several rooms. Mr. 
Ellis utilizes this centralization of heat in 
providing an ingenious, but simple method 
of ventilation, the continuous ^current of 
the main shaft carrying ofl'llie vitiated air, 
and making smoky rooms an impossibility. 
Fresh, warmed air is admitted fiom a flue 
in the chimney, breast; which prevents 
draughts, as well as the smoke nuisance, 
The cottages are two stones high, Ihe 
ground floor contains living room and sctil" 
lery, the first and second floois each pro- 
vide one large or two small bed rooms, 
The shape of the rooms may be objected to 
but this is iu a great measmc overcome by 
placing cupboards at the angles next to 
the fire place or central shaft, so that the 
want of symmetry is hardly noticed. Mr, 
Ellis [maintains that by arranging these 
blocks face to face, with a proper interval 
for front garden and loadway, he is able fo 
economize building area, while providing 
more breathing space to each house than 
can be offered by building a similar class of 
house in rows iu the ordinary way. 
By 


dispensing with the obnoxious back yard 
and passage, with their litter, diit and bad 
smells, extra room is gained in front for 
the garden. In construction, the expenses 
of numerous chimney stacks, leads, flush- 
ing and outside walls are greaily lessened. 
At a rent of 6s. per week, covering water 
and all other rates, the dock laborer or com- 
mon tailor of Liverpool and Birkenhead 
finds himself provided with a clean, healthy, 
home.

One brick firm hail out in line all its wagons 
carts aati employees, Leaded by a brass 
Land, all bearing appropriate devices of 
their industry, and making a most attract- 
ive display. So with other industrial Inter- 
ests. Even old logy sleepy Georgetown 
sent out a most creditable duluyaUoa of six 
mule and hoise wagons with lesser manned 
vehicles, and astonished us by the extent of 
her display. 
When Georgetown can send 


a score or more of business men into a pub- 
lic deinoustalion with banners and with

—Hon. Zachariah Chandler, the well- 


known politician, aud one of the U. S. Sen- 
ators fiom Michigan, was found dead in Ins 
bed at the Pacific Hotel, in Chicago, on 
Saturday ruoining. He had been speakiuj 
Wisconsin, and Friday ntirjit addressed ai 
immense audience at McCormick's Hall, iu 
Chicago, and spoke with his usual earnest- 
ness.

Senator Chandler complained of indigestion 
As he had complained of the same distress- 
ing feeling while en route to the city with 
these gentlemen, Mr. Spanieling suggested 
that he remain over iu the city until Satur- 
day night, but he said business ailairs 10- 
quiied his attention home, and the oidur 
was given to have him called in the morn- 
ing at 7 o'clock. 
His friends then bade him 


good-night and left. 
That was the last 


time the Senator was seen alive. Ou Sat- 
urday morning, when the office-hoy called 


him, 
thfie was no response. 
As upon repe- 


tition silence prevailed, the. clerk eiTectpd 
an entrance through the transom and found 
that the Senator was dead. The body was 
not quite cold, and the physician who was 
present decided death occurred about three 
hours previous to the discovery. 
The face 


looked tianquil, showing that his death was 
painless. His loss politically is a serious 
one. Noone met the enemies of the Union 
and the rabel remnants, in and out of '.be 
Senate, as he did. 
He never minced his 


words, and though he may not have been 
polished in his language, he uttered stag- 
gering truths which were hard to combat. 
He was iu his 06th year. He possessed 
great wealth. He was born in New Hamp- 
shire and worked upon his father'sfaiin un- 
til ho was seventeen, taught school fur a 
couple of years, and then emigrated to 
Michigan, settling at Detroit, which had at 
that time a population of only 4,000, aud 
went into the mercantile business; arid 
growing up with the country, and endowed 
with energetic qualifications, carved out the 
colossal fortune which he possessed at his 
death. The President of the United Stales 
has ordered the public offices to be closed 
mid their flags and those of iheir depend- 
encies throughout the country, be displayed 
at half-mast on the day of his funeral.

IB Prof, is growing lo be quite a favorite, 
and held tbe attention of tbe teachers much 
better to-day than yesterday, he was on the 
land twice and made a very favorable im- 
>ressiou; the Institute will be glad to hear 
liui as an instructor on future occasions. 
lo resumed the subject of arithmetic where 
16 left off yesterday. Pioportion, sabtrac- 
iovi and animals, •being the 
branches 


jandled ; be treated the whole subject in 
his usual masterly manner, and many use- 
ful hints were thrown out, and new ideas 
developed. The teachers showed 
their 


appreciation of his eflbits by giving him 
very careful attention, and noting every 
new item in their note books. 


Tl.e next instructor was J. V. Ommer- 


en, whose subject was geometry. He ad- 
vocated geometry in the common schools, 
and said that he would discard mentai 
arithmetic, and put geometry m its place, ho 
said it was much bettor adapted to develop 
the reasoning faculties than " mental" was, 
beside having the advantage of being prac- 
tical, which could hardly be said in favor of 
" mental." His method of teaching it how- 
ever, seemed to difi'er considerable from that 
of Euclid, inasmuch as he led us to infer 
from his work on the black board, that he 
would not follow up the chain of argument 
is laid down by old Euclid, but would teach 
It by making such selections as would suit 
himself. To me it seems this this plan is 
very objectionable. Having nothing to lec- 
ommeifd it, but its noeelty; but perhaps 
after a'l, lie thinks this is enough, but I 
aave grave reasons for fearing that his ar- 
guments bad not sufficient force to ovet tutu 
;he time honored work of Euclid. 


Tbe next instructor was Mrs. Diehl, who 


seemed to have had enough of Ethics yes- 
terday, for she did not attempt to resume 
the subject again to-day ; but confined her- 
self entirely at the two sessions to teaching 
us how to read, which was much the mo3t 
sensible plan. There is a great change iu 
this lady since I heard her read about 11 
years ago, and not for the better; whenever 
,she attempts to address the audience she 
loses all control of them, but when she 
reads, she commands close attention. But 
now as of old.she is tbe queen of readers,her 
power of imitation seeming almost super 
human, and never failing to excite the most 
intense wonder.
